Here is none can be ſo great a Stranger to the 
Afﬀairs which have been tranſacted in theſe 
fo Fae North parts of the World, as not to know 
Y == how injuriouſly the King of Sweden was firſt 
EFULBSS provoked by the Daxes to the undertaking of 
this War; how perfidionſly they made an 
irruption into the Swediſh Territories without any Cauſe 
given, and this at ſuch a time when his Majeſty was en- 
tangled in many Wars, and his Army ac a great diſtance 
from the place invaded, by which means, they had an oppor- 
runity, and made uſe of it againſt all right, to ſeiſe his Maje- 
ſties Towns and Caftles, and they became Maſters (in effeR) 
of moſt part of the Dutchy of Bremen, | 
But it pleaſed God ſo to proſper the endeavors and arms 


of his ſaid Majeſty, that he (relinquiſhing Poland) ina ſhort 
time recovered the Country which had been thus uſurped

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| by the Dares, driving them out, and following them home 
into their own Conntry, to do himſelf right upon this: un- 
expected Enemy ; for which end, it was wonderful to be- 
hold how God himſelf made a Bridge of Ice over the Seas, 
to give his Majeſties Army a paſlage, firſt into the Iſle of 
Funen , and afterwards into that of Zealand, ſo that the 
whole Kingdom of Denmark, with the King, Queen, and 
the reſt of the Royal Court, the Senators and the Gen- 
try, were in a little time reduced under his Power and 
REICH. . 

Nevertheleſs, his Mijeſty being ready to forget the in- 
juries done him.in ſo inſolent a manner, and to avoid extre- 
mity, was according to his Royal inclination reſolved to 2 
uſe his Victory with moderation, , and treat the King of | 
Denmark with ſuch humanity , as he conceived might 
lay an obligation upon the ſaid King and the whole Coun- 
try to live in-time to come as Friends and Neighbors,: and : 
to do nothing.that might unbeſeem the memory of [that 
Princely uſage, intended by his Majeſtyg or infringe that 
ſettlement of Peace and neighborly correſpondencie, which | 
he deſired td renew ; and he was the rather induced to this | 
courſe, jinregard he had other Enemies abroad ( the ene- 
mies of Religion, and of 'the common intereſt : both of 
Sweden and Dexmark) upon whom he deſired ( with theJhelp. 
of God) totyy the force of his victorious Army, For this 
cauſe it was, «That his Majeſty, laying aſide the reſpe& of | 
thoſe advantages which the pretene opportunity offered | 
him in -Denmark , was graciouſly pleaſed upon-the firſt 0- $ 

_ yertures of Mediation made to him, by the publick Miniſter 

. * "of his late Highneſs of Zagland (a Prince of bleſſed and 
' * immortal memory) to accept the motion, and preſently it 
was agreed that the place of Treaty ſhould be at Torſtrop, 
where Commiſſtoners on both ſides mer together,- and a- 
greed generally upon the ſeveral points of the Treaty, with 
this reſerve, that the ſame Articles ſhonld be enlarged in 

all particulars in_ a fey days after at Roskild , and ina ſhort 

. bune, all things (were .in appearance) ſo well concluded, 
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that His Majeſty of Sweden relying on the faith of the Danes; 
and the integrity of his own. purpoſes, did in perſon with- 
draw out of Denmark; leaving his Commiſſteners and part 
E: of his forces behind ( as was agreed on )) to ſee to the exe- 
1 cution of the Treaty ; while himſelf was taking careof Af- 
fairs in other parts, {n oppoſition toa confederacy and com- 
bination of the common Eenemies, Now, no ſooner was 
his Majeſties back turned, but the Dares, without regard to 
. ther point of Faith or Honor, began to make very unkind 
returns: they partly denied what they of themſelves before 
had proffer'd , wreſted the Articles to a wrong ſence, re- 
called many things that had been concladed z and by ſtrange 
- | evaſions and colluſions endeavoured to. invalidate the true 
meaning of the Treaty, and wave the execut:on of it, ex- 
pedting the time and opportunity to break all, when His 
ney of Sweden ſhould be engaged in Action with the U- 


nitePowetrs of the Poles, Auſtrians and Brandenbureers, with 
whom they held intelligence (and with others that were ſe- 
| _ Cret” Enemies ) for that purpoſe, .Which His Majeſty have- 
| ing timely notice of, it is known how much he bewailed 
the effects: of this prepoſterous dealing , whereby he faw he 
ſhoald be conſtrained to alter thoſe generous Reſolutions 
which he had entertained for the good of Denmark, and of 
that common Cauſe wherein their benefit is concerned as 
.- wellas their own, ' | 9 
 Fortheevidencing theſe things to the world, ler us de. 
. + ſcendto the particulars of proceedings, Ar the firſt meet- 
ing of the Commiſſioners at Torſfrop, the Danes of them- 
ſelves, among other things, proffered his Majeſty, 2000” 
Horſe, and 2000 Foot, they being part of the Strangers 
which had been taken into the Daniſh Service, men nd&wly 
raiſed and well mounted, Yet afceriwards at the meeting ac 
' Roskild (where the things 2greed on were to have been re- 
duced into an intire form ) 'they alledged it as a matrer im- 
| | poſſible for them to perform , pretending an inability to - 
| -doir, although they had then a far greater number of fo- 
reign Sowldiery , which being an exceſſive charge to the 
| Country, 
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"Conntry, it concerned them to have. been rid of, if ſo be 
they had not had thoughts of uſing them to the prejudice 
of the Peace and Agreement newly made : However, for 
peace ſake, his Majeſty condeſcenied fo far, that he was 
content to receive no more but Two thouſand Horſe, in 
hope it might have been a means to oblige them to the bet- 
rer performance of the reſt of the Treaty ; but when the de- 
livery drew near ( which by the tenor of the Szxteenth Article 


of the Treaty, ought to have been before the Kings marching 


out of Zealand) the Danes pretended to give into his Majeſty 
a compleat Liſt of the Number, though when the' Hot(e 
appeared, they were not above Ejght or Nine hundred jn all, 
and thoſe but Daniſh Foot-ſoldiers, pittifully clorhed, ill 
mounted, and men wholly unexperienced, whom thzy clapt 
on horſe-back at the inſtant, rather to elude than fuifill the 
intent of the Treaty : And afterwards whea it was preſſed 
that the reſt of the ſaid Number might be delivered up, it 
could never be fully obtained; but they excuſed themſelves, 
by pretending partly the craftineſs of their» Officers in 
making falſe Muſters, and a fear that the Soldiers, having 
formerly ſerved the Crown of Sweden in Poland, and been 
there disbanded, would not take ſervice under his Majeſty 
anew, Moreover, whereas in the ſaid Sixteenth Article 
(a Copy whereof you will find hereunto annexed ) it is ex- 
preſſed, That after the ſaid Two thouſand Horſe ſhould be 
delivered up, then the Swediſh Forces ſhould immediately 
march out of Zealand, and have the Caſtles and ſtrong Holds 
_ delivered up to his Majeſty by degrees one after another, 
from the-time of concluding ;the Treaty, and although the 

full number of Horſe (as is before ſaid) was not delivered up, 
yet that no occaſion might be given on his part, he winked 
at the matter, and prepared himſelf to march. out of Zea- 
land, ſending the Earl Tott beforehand to Schonen to take 
poſſeſſion of the ſaid places of ſtrength : But the nearer his 
Majeſties Forces advanced towards the Belt in order to his 
retreat, the more the Danes began to deviſe ney Conſtructi- 
ons of the words of the forementioned Article, pretending 
that

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that his Majeſty was obliged to quit Zealand before the 
delivery of the faid !2000 Horſe, and they ſent a Daniſh 
Geatleman, named ove Funl, to Rinzſtad, with a Celire that 
his Majeſty of Swedez would depart out of the Iſland, and 
be content with the yielding up of Helſinbureh onely, (which 
is the meaneſt of all the ſtrong places.) By this carriage of 
the Danes his Majeſty perceived they had entertained new 
thoughts, and had bur little or no inclination art all to per- 
form the Treaty agreed on; And having intelligence from. 
a ſure hand, that Monſteur Yar Beuninghen the Dutch Am- 
bafſador did adviſe and perſwade the Dapes to drive off the 
execution of the Treaty, till Thawing weather might make 
way for the bringing in Foreign Auxiliaries, and hinder the 
neceſſary communication and quick entercourſe of the Swe- 
diſh Forces from one Ifland to the other, he was forced the 
very ſame day, wherein ( according to the tenor of the 
Treaty) Helſinbureh in Schonep was to have been avacuated 
and yielded up, to {end his Secretary per Poſt to Roskild, to 
remonſtrate the abuſes of the Daniſh Commiſſeners, and 
plainly to let them underſtand, that by ſuch dealings his 
Majeſty found it not ſafe for his Intereſt ani Security to 
march out of Zealand,before certain advice ſhould be brought 
to-him that all the ſtrong-holds of Schoner were in his power, 
eſpecially becauſe they had procraſtinated the matter ſo long 
that the time limited for the evacuation was partly paſt : And 
the Secretary was alſo ordere to tell them, thae his Majeſty 
had given order to the Marquis of Baden to advance with 
ſome Regiments to the very City of Copenhagen. Now 
whiie this Secretary and the Daniſh Commiſſioners were en- 
gaged in diſcourſe about this Afﬀair, it ſeems the Marquis 
obſerving the Kings Order, marched dire&ly at the infſtana 
through the Town of Roskild, and by that ſtrong argtmenc 
reduced the Dares to. reaſon, for the accompliſhing of whar 
had been formerly agreed on, and they immeciately- gave ic. 
under their hands,that the above-named Towns and Strong- 
Holds in Schonen ſhould be delivered up at the very firſt 


coming of the Swedifh Commiſoners,. This manner of. 
| behavior 
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' behavior gave his Mayeſty to undetſtand, with what kinde 
of heart the Danes made the Treaty with him, and that 
they meant to do him reaſon and keep faith no further then 
they ſhould be conſtrained by force; and having likewiſe in- 
formation given-him from a good hand, that.it was a matter 
once in debate among the-Dazxes, but not reſolved on, that 
under pretext of delivering him the aforenamed Four thou- 
{and Horſe and Foot, they would ſurpriſe his Majeſty ia his 
Quarters, ( who then was but Three thouſand ſtrong in the 
Iſland of Tealand) and by treachery execute their malice and 
revenge upon his Royalperſon, he ſuppoſed he had then a 
fair warning given him to keep an eye upon all their aQings, 
and to ptovide for his own ſecurity ſome other way, ſeeing 
they had no regard to the ſacred Bonds of Engagements 
and Treaties, 

Preſently upon this, his Majeſty began his journey to 
Schonen, leaving his Forces behind in Zealand; and herwas 
no ſooner on his way, but the Daxes ſeeing themſelves dif- 
appointed in the former, had recourſe to another Artifice of 
Treachery, and in order to a further eluding of the Treaty, 
they thought fit -to make offer of a more intimate and near 
Alliance with his Majeſty of Sweden, hoping in the mean 
while, that underpretext of treating and —_— with his 
Majeſties Miniſters they might gain time, and find occaſion 
to catch at ſome words which might ſerve them to ener- 
vate the Treaty, and give colour to ſuch. conſtructions as 
they deſigued to impoſe on it for their own advantage z and 
although his Majefty had cauſe enough to ſuſpe& the iſſue 
of any Overture that ſhould be made from them, who had 
.* already begun to deal ſo diſhonorably with him, yer being 

defirous tg manifeſt that he would chooſe to run the hazard 
of being again deluded, rather-then ſeem to neglect any 
thing that was tendred as a means to.enſure the new con» 
tracted Friendſh'p, and knit together the intereſt and ſecurity 
of both Crowns in one, he was no ſooner arrived in Schoxen, 
but he ſent Commiſſioners to Copenhagen to ſee upon what 


Ground the Dares would begin this pretended Treaty for a 
: more 
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3 more near Alliance, The Dares, a little before the coming 
of theſe Swediſh Commiſſioners, ſhewed themſelves as it 
were impatient of their delay, and asif they feared they would 
not come, they ſet forth char ſuppoſed earneſtneſs and zeal 
to this new Treaty with ſuch good words and high Proteſta- 
tions, that it muſt have been an Aﬀeont to them not to 
have believed that they had a fairintent :. And yet, no ſooner 
were his Majeſties Commiſſoners arived, but there was a 
ſudden and unexpected change, for they not onely ſhewed 
themſelves cool inentring upon the Treaty, but in anex- 
travagant way, contrary to all form and decorum, would needs 
pervert the order of Treating, 2'ledging that his Majeſty 
of Swedens Commiſſioners ought to make the firſt draught of 
Articles, whereas themfelves, as the firſt movers, were con- 
cerned to do it, Touching this peint of Priority much cime 
was ſpent in diſputing, until the Dexes, convinced by the 


. Swedes more real and ſtronger Reaſons, exhibited a Draught 


of ſuch Articles, that inſtead of a hetrer underſtanding be- 
tiyeen both the Nations, it tended rather to an imbroiling 
of them, and a ſubverting of the whole Treaty before held 
at Roskild, which muſt neceſſarily have followed thereupon, 
if it had been accepted, and their malicious deſign not bee 
timely diſcovered: And to the Dares other miſcarriages 
this may be added, That they appointed for this Treaty 0- 
ther Commiſſioners then they had'in the former Treaty ar 
Roskild, ſo that theſe men, by their ignorance of things 
formerly debated, might the better rake occaſion to pro- 
craftinate , and ſpin ont matters in difcourſe for the gaining 
of time: For, paſſing by other things, we ſhall onely men- 


tion this, that whereas 1n-the Fourt .and: Fifth Articles gf... by 
_ this new Treaty it was by them offered, *thac eithet*of the'-. 


two Kings ſhould give aſhſtance to each other, in caſe of an 
invaſion by an Enemy, the Dayes poſitively excepted The 
Lands and Places conquered by the King of Sweden, from having 
the-like ſuccor , as the other in the'ſaid caſe of being in- 
vaded, | | _ 
But that the World may be no longer ienorant, by whoſe 
ES B in 
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inſtigation the Danes have beeneaconraged to this perfidious 
dealing, let us to the ſtrange manner of their proceeding, and 
the extravagancy of their Articles, ſubjoyn the ill offices 
done, and the Reports given by Monſieur Yan Beuningen the 
Dutch Ambaſſador, then reſiding at Copenhazen, wherewich 
by his Suggeſtions at the Court of Denmark , and by his 
Correſpondency with his Superiors in Holland, he endea- 
yored to annihilzte the whole Treaty of Roskild (as may be 
ſeen in ſeveral Extracts of his Letters, hereto alſo annexed, ) 
| In like manner the Propoſition of Monſieur Fual is very 
remarkable, who being ſent a Meſſenger from the King of 
Denmark to his Majeſty of Sweden, when he was at Gotten- 
botre,feared not therein to accuſe his Majeſty of ſome contra- 
vention,. with many other invented Calumnies, which plain- 
ly ſhewed,, That the Dares had ſo far given way co their own 
malice, and to the ſubtile infinuations of the ſaid Ambaſſa- 
dor,. that they contrived how to invalidate the Agreement. 
made with Sweden, 2nd then to lay the blame of all upon his. 
Majeſty, that thereby they might open to themſelves a way 
for Controverſies, and keep all thiggs in a dubious uncertain, 
ſtare, till the time ſhould come, wherein they preſume1- they. 
{hould be able, with open face, to break whatſoever had been 
formerly agreed on. | | 

Moreover , this temper of theirs is eaſily diſcerned by 
their behavior in the buſineſs of the Duke of Holſtein, Fa- 
ther-in-1#v of his Majeſty of Sweden, concerning whom it 
was expreſſed in the Two and twentieth Atricle- of the 
Treaty at Roskild, in.theſe words, That his Majeſty of Den-- 
mark ſhall give content and ſatifattion. to his. Highneſi the 
Dake of Holſtein. a5 5. equitable ,., whereupon -Commiſcioners 
"os both ſides, from the King of Denmark and the Dake of 

 Holſtein.; ſhall meet and treat, yet ſo, as that things maybe 
brought to a. Concluſion before the Second day of May, Now: 
whereas all particulars which concern the intereſt. of the 
Duke could not be expreſſed in the XXI', and XXIII, Ar- 
ticles of the ſaid Treaty of Roskilz, for fear leſt ſome pre- 
judice might. be done him , becauſe none of his Miniſters 
| were 
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were preſent, therefore he was included in the ſaid Ar- 
ticles thus in general terms ; but yet at the ſame time ir 
was aſſured on his behalf by the Daniſh Commiſſioners 
then preſent ar the debate, and by the interpoſition of the 
Mediators, 1, "That he ſhould enjoy Swabſtad ſolely and en- 
tirely to himſelf, 2, That the former Alternative Govern- 
ment-of HolFein ſhould be aboliſhed, And 3. Thar he 
ſhould hold the Soveraignty entirely within himſelf, with- 


- out depengance upon the Crown of Denmark, Afﬀeer theſe 


things there reſted nothing bur ſome ſmall diſpute that the 
Duke might have poſſeſſion of Rensbureh, loco ſatisfattionts, 
which afterwards upon the arival of the Dukes Ambaſla- 
dors could not be obtained, though it would have been eaſi- 
ly condeſcended to before by the Danith Commiſſioners, if 
his Majeſty had thought that his Father-in-law would not 
have deſired more for bis ſatisfaftion then Rensbureh alone, 
But foraſmuch as the Dares and their party have objected, 
That nothing from the XXII, Article of x & Treaty before 
named, can be collected in favor of the Dukeof Holfein,than 
what was tocon(iſt with Reaſon, and that the Swediſh Ambaſſa- 
dors, taking the Duke of Holſtein's part, pretended things be- 
yonud Reaſon : It will ſufficiently appear which was the un- 
reaſonable party, if it be conſidered, that as ſoon as the ex- 
ecution of the three former points was deſired on the be- 
half of the ſaid Duke, the Daxesimmeaiately declined their 
former promiſes, ſo ſolemnly paſſed in preſence of the 
mediating Publick Miniſters of Fraxceand England, partly 
pretending to debate his intereſt in another manner, as a mat- 
cer not depending upon the Treaty, and partly forging an 
impoſſibility to treat any way with him without the con- 
ſent of the Eſtates of Holſtein, adding herewith many ig- - 
nominions and ſcandalons words, giving out alſo that the 
Swediſh Army would not ever beat hand, and then another 
time might be found for them to deal withthe D, of Hoiſftcin, 
yea, the abovenamed Daniſh M.niſter F#ul, was {> bold as to 
lay in an open Aſſembly at Gottenbozrg, That the ConJiticns 


with the Duke of HolFein could notlong be kept, beciuſe 
| B 2 Oz 
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of alldiſadvantages which his Maſter the King of Denmark 
had by this Treaty , notzing vexed him more, then that 
he by the fame Agreement ſhould be bound to give the 
Duke ſuch Conditions, Which mind of theirs toward the 
Duke is more fuily made evident by ſome newly intercepted 
Letters of the King of Denmark ; in one of which bearing 
date Au2.6, 1658, he gives Inſtruction to the Governor of 
Rensburgh named Blome, in theſe following words: | 

« hen you are arrived at the Conrt of Flolſtein, Gottorp, 
«there you may ſhew your [elf very willing and ſorward in heaxr- 
« ing of all their Complaints, and take them ad referendum, 
< #ntjl you ſhall ſee that the Swedes are forced by other Enemies 
« to g0 away ont of our K _—_ ; then may you take your leave 
« under one pretext or another, and at parting give them hope of 
« having good ſatisfattion and contentment, if they ſhall addreſs 
« themſelves to #5. | 
By this you ſee, that by how much the Dayes pretend that 
the Swedes were beyond reaſon. in the matter of the Duke of 
Holſtein, by.ſo much the more themſelves have fallen thor 
in point of honor and honeſty, ED 

Moreover, when the time came that the Fifth Articleof 
the Treaty of Roskild ſhould be put in execution according. 
to the meaning of the Treaty, the Dares began preſently to- 
diſpute it, although the words.of the Article were plain, as 

followeth, viz, | 
Becauſe:-his Majeſty of Sweden hath in this Way taken divers 
Provinces, Territories, Iſles, with their -Fortreſſes and Towns 
fetuate therein,belonging to the King of Denmark, and jure belli. 
doth poſſeſs the ſame, his Majeſty of Denmark hath for himſelf 
., and Succeſſors future _ of Deamark and Norway, and 
. their Crowns, conſented and: agreed in order to ſatufation, as 
- well for areſtitstion of the Territories ſeiſed on, as for a repa- 
ration of the damages and charges occaſioned to his Majefty and 
the Crown of Sweden by this War, .and for the proung of 
greater Inconveriences, that he will renounce and reſign to his 
Majeſty of Sweden, and his Sncceſſors the future Kings in Swe- 
den and their Crowns, the Province of Halland ( which was 
| heretofore 
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heretofore made over to the Crown of Sweden for Security and * 
Cantion) together with the Provinces of Schonen, Bleking, aud 
Bornholm, with all the Towns, Caſtles, Fortreſſes, Iſles, 'Pro- 
montories, Regalities, Rights, Civil and Eccleſiaſtical Furiſ- 
ditions, uſual Impoſitions in the Connutry, Tolls, Rents, and 
Priviledges by Land and Water, belonging to the faid Provinces, 
Territories, and Feuds or Copiholds, in the ſame manner as the 
Kings of Denmark and Norway have enjoyed and poſſeſſed 
them, ſo that they ſhall hereafter be entailed to his Majeſty of 
Sweden, his Succeſſor and Crown ; for a. perpetual Impropri- 
ation. | 
Theſe are the words of the Treaty; andin truth, the - 
Rights and Royalties here mentioned and agreed on, are no 
other than what his Majeſty of Sweden in equity may claim, 
not only by vertue of the ſaid Treaty, but by antient Right, 
ſeeing the Swedi!”- Royalty did (as may be read in the very 
Daniſh Hiſtorians) formerly extend to the one half of the 
Zound, and the middle of that Paſſage was then commonly 
reputed and acknowledged to be the Bound of the Swedes 
Dominion, Upon this account,. the Kings of Sweden had 
1. A free Paſſage from Eaſt to Weſt, and from Weſt to Eaſt, 
with their Men of Way and Soldiers, through the Lound, without 
giving any notice or asking leave, but leaving the King and... 
Crown of Denmark to enjoy the ſame right, 2. A- yeci- 
procal and like honor and acknowledgment from the King of 
Denmark, by ſaluting with the great guns and ſtriking of ſail, 
while they paſſed by the Caſtle of Helfingburgh, as the other did, 
Paſcing by the Caſtle of Croneaburgh,. 3, The Dues which- . 
ariſe for the keeping of -onſtant Fires on the fide belonging to- 
his Majeſty, for the benefis «#2 {ocurity of Ships and Sea-men,, 
deans thoſe which have been uſually kept m rhe 'new-acquired 
Provinces muſt be continsed, that thereby: ſuch as paſs may avoid. 
the dangerous Paſſages, Nevertheleſs the Danes had the con- 
fidence to diſpute theſe things,. notwithſtanding the expreſs. 
words of the Treaty confirmed them, which do comprehend. 
the whole under the term of Rights and Royalties; wreſting 
the ſenſe of the Articles to their. own will and pleaſure ar the 
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Treaty, becauſe (for ſooth) no particular mention was there.n 
made either of the Salure by Guns, or of the Striking ſail, 
or of the free paſſage of Men of War and Soldiers,or of 4p 
keeping conſtant Fires for the ſafe paſſage of Shipsz as 1 

thoie things were not ſufficiently comprehended under the 


term Rights and Royalties: By which dilatory diſcourſes, his | 


Majeſty of Swede was forced to wait a long time before ar 

could get.the Dares conſent, that he might make uſe m 
benefit of thoſe Rights and Royalties which had been ſolemaly 

agreed on, SH | | : 
Furthermore, whereas the Daxes, when they were to give 
his Majeſty poſſeſſion of the Province of Schonen and all _ 
Appertinances, refuſed at firſt eo yield uy the Ifle of pier

chemſclves in alleadging ex to be an appertinance of Ze. 
land co thereby contels it tO be no ſeparate Province ſubſit- 
irg o: it {elt, [therefore the Ifle of Wiep 1S to bedeemed an 
Appertinance of the Province of Schonen, as lying neareſt 
toit, Ani it muſt be foreputed, till the Dayes can pro- 
cuce LoME Contrac? Or Immemorial Preſcription to, manifeſt 
the 
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_ thecontrary, This is the 0» proband; on their part , that 


which reſts upon them to prove, - 

2, But alas, their Proofs fall ſo ſhort in this point, that 
they are nor able to name ene example that Wiew was ever 
poſſeſſed otherwiſe then as an Appertinent Member of 
Schonen. | 

. This further appears by an inſtance of Oppjenoraticn 
heretofore made to the Earls of Hol#tein, when Schonen 
was pawned to the {aid Earls for a ſum of Money, then Wies 
was included as 2 member thereof, As alſo at another time, 


when the Crown of Sweden did redeem it from the ſaid Earls; 


Andatlaſt, when it was reſtored to the Danes by Magnus 
Smeck King of Swedeland, about the year of our Lord 1343. 
But here, before we proceed to give other Reaſons, it will 
be neceſſary to remove divers Obje&ions more which the 
Danes have caſt in the way, who, to prove the appertaining 
of Wiento Zealaud, not to Schonen, do alledge it muſt be ſo, 
becauſe the Iſle of Wer, in matters Eccleſiaſtical hath depen- 
ded upon the Biſhop of Zealand ; bnt this will ſignifie licttleif 
you Fs. that the Iflands Falſter, Lanzland,and part of A1- 
ſen, do [te under the Eccleſtaſtick Juriſdi&ion of the Biſhop 
of Odenfea in Funen, and yet they are not therefore accounted 
Appertinances of Funen, It is known alſo that both Sweder 
and Dexmark have heretofore been unler the Eccleſiaſtical 
Juriſdiction of the Biſhops of Hambareh , although at the 


ſame time in other things thoſe Crowns had no dependance 


at all, Neither is it of any moment which the Daxes-alledge 
on their ſide, viz, That the Ifle of Wiew is ruled by the ſame 
Laws as Zealand, that it hath A4ſcriptitios glebe, that is to ſay, 
Vaſlils or Villains (which ſome call Bondmen) like thoſe of 

Zealand, For to the firſt we ſay, That Funen, Lanzlandand 
Laland are ruled by the Laws of Futland; the Towns Stral- 
fond, Roſtock, Gripſmald, &c, by the Laws of Lubeck ; Stettin 
by thoſe of Magdenbarg ; and the Kingdom of Poland upon 
many occaſions by the Laws of Saxony 3 whereas neither 
of theſearereckoned to belong in any wiſe either to Fut- 


land, Lubcck, Magdenbure, or Saxony: And truly it would 
(cet. 
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- ſeem ftranze, if one Country by uſing the Law and Cuſtom 
which takes place in znother, ſhould thereupon be concluded 
to be an Appurtenance of thut other, For, the matter ſtands 
otherwiſe even in the preſent newly conquered Provinces 
of Schoxen, Halland, and Blekingen, &c, waere the Inhabi- 
rants according to the Agrezment newly made, are left to 
make uſe of the Laws ot Denmark, yet they do and muſt 
. appertain to the Crown of Sweden, And ſecondly, it makes 
. notar all for the Cauſe of the Dayxes , that the Ifle of 797ez 
- hath Vaſſals or Villains like thoſe of Zealand : For in Pruſcia, 
| and many other places upon the Borders of Germany, there 
are ſuch Vaſſals or Villains as are in Poland, yet it cannot be 
.conclucei thence, that Pruſſia, and the other places in Gey- 
: 21409, ſhall for this onely reafon be concluded to appertain to 
the Crownof Poland, ty | 
4. Though it be certain (and the Dares themſelves do nor 
deny) that in all Alienations os Schoxen, Wien hath paſſed a- 
long with it, and been therein included, yet (it ſeems) rhi 
will not admit the Argament to be of any weight, bc 
they ſay that Halland and Blekingen have upon ſowte occali- 
ons alſo been incluged in the Alzenations of Schopeyr, ' and 
yet they are not belonging thereto. Bur it is te be conſidered, 
that Halland and Blekingen are two Provinces, diſtin from 
each other, and were never alienared together as one intire 
Province, in the ſame manner as en hath been with Schs- 
neu, and Lifter with Blekingen, they not being independent 
Provinces, as the Danes themſelves do confeſs, Moreover, 
thouehthe Dayes do grant there hath ever been a Joynt-

5, When in former time Schonen wasunited to the Crown 
of Sweden, the Bounds of Schonen, which are in the middle 
of the Zound and divide the Kingdoms of Sweden and Dex- 
mark from each other, did then comprehend the {aid Iſle of 
Wien under the Dominion of Swedez as an Appertinance of 
the Swediſh Province of Schonen : Good reaſon therefore 
hath his Majeſty now to claim, together with the Province 
of Schonen (which hath been newly agreed on to be deli-

nough, that the Iſle of Wien, ratione Secularis juriſdittioncs,

' 9. The Daniſh Commiſſioners who were converſant in 


the late Treaty with the Swediſh, do know likewiſe, that the 


thing mainly inſiſted upon on the behalf of his Majeſty of 
Sweden, was, That in the return of Srhoxew under his power, 
he might re-enjoy all the Poſſcſſons, Rights and Royalties, 
which formerly paſſed away with Schonen from the Crown 
of Sweden; and eſpecially, that the former Bonnds or Limits 
Placed betwixt Sweden and Denmark in the middle of 'the 


Zonnd might be re-eſtabliſhed 5 which being ſuppoſed to be

miſſioners thought fir to name it expreſly in the firſt Meeting 
at Torſfrop of the 12, of Feby, becauſe they were not then 
fully informed of the nature of the Thing ; and therefore our 
of a ſuperabundant caution they made the nomination, chat 
they, being then at an uncertainty in their own thoughts 
about ir, might by expreſs mention of the Ifle reſerve the 
Rights concerning it to be more fully enquired into after- 
wards, when they ſhould come to the Meeting at Roskild ; 
And then being ſatisfied upon enquiry, that in all Alienati- 
ons, Oppignorations,and Donations,&c, the {aid Ifland ever 
went along with the Province of Schonen as an appertinent 
member thereof, they judged it both needleſs and inconve- 
nient to ſeem to bring. that under doubt by a repeated No- 
mination, which. ſtood upon ſo good grounds, and hath in

Bur at length, the Danes, perceiving that they were not 
able to put a Baffle upon the Intereſt of Swedes in this matter 
with any colour of Reaſon, endeavored to. ſhift off the whole 
Buſineſs, and<lude this Treaty of Roskild, under pretence of 
obſerving an 2ntient Treaty made at S7ettin, wherein it is 
agreed, Thar if any Diſpute ſhall ariſe berween the two 
Kingdoms abeut any Lands, Tſlands, or Bounds of their 
Countries and Dominjons, then ſome of the principal men 
of both parties ſhall meet at Stetti, there to have the Buli- 


ne Cecided among them, But what (I pray you) was the 
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deſign of alleadging this? -Even meerly to pat off the Exe- 
cution which ought immediately to 'have followed this 
Treaty of Roskild, by confounding it with thoſe things which 
belong to the old Treaty of Stettin, and were of a nature 
wholly different from the Points of the preſent Treaty of 
Roskild, by which means they would have made a Breach

" Moreover, as the Daxes by ſeveral ways and artifices have 
ſtudied to overthrow the Treaty of Rosk:/d, by wreſting the 
 abovyenamed Articles from their true meaning, ſo they have 
further contrived how to-turn all the reſt which may be of 
moment, to the prejudice of his Majefty and: the Subjects of 
Sweden; And in one Particular mere it is moſt conſpicu- 
ous by the words-of the Feurth Article,. which are. as fol- 
loweth : | | 
It is agreed on and concluded , Thut all Ships, being either 
Men of War, or not, ſmall or great, withtheir Goods and Ladings 
whatſoever, belonging to his Majeſty of Sweden or bis Subjetts,

Sweden, or his Succeſſors, or the Sabjeits and Inhabitants of-

Sea-Paſſes, according to the Agreement made at Bromſebro, in 
" the ſame manner, that if they do but ſhew their clear Certificates,

Wine, Clothes, and the like, intending thereby to make a 


Breach into thoſe Priviledges which his Majeſty hath for- 


metly enjoyed, and had newly by this Treaty of Roskild aug- 


mented and confirmed , viz.. That all Swediſh ſhips of what- 


name ſoever ſhall be free from all manner of let or impediment 


and Cuſtom, without any obligation to be laid upon them to ſhew. 
their Certificates of their laden Goods and Merchandiſes, pro- 

_ ducing only their Paſi-ports,and ſo to go 0nintheir Voyage, And. 
though this be evident enough, as-the genuine ſence of the 


Treaty, yet from ridiculous 2ueres they preſently preſumed 
torun to unreaſonable acting, . having lately conſtrained a 
Subject of his Majeſty, bound from $Stralſond, to produce his 


Certificats of Lading, as appears by the Refident Duwalt's 


Letter to the. King, hereto. annexed, and they took a Paſs- 
port from another, and others they forced to pay Cuttom, 
which isan utter violation of the Treaty, . as appears by the 


Fitth Article touching Certificats and Sea-paſſes hereto al-* 


ſo annexed, And finally, when the Commiſhoners for the 
execution of the Treaty came.to ſpeak of this point, the 


Danes indeavored in the. Fifth . Article of theirs to. ſteal in 
the- 
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the words Coty Ships belonging to the Swedes? to this very' 


end, that from thence they m:ght rake occaſion to ſtop the 
Swediſh Ships un ler pretence of enquiring after the Part- 


ners of them, and this to do notwithſtanding the ſhips have 


Swediſh Paſs-ports, and fail with Swediſh Flags and-Colonrs; 


by which means they deſigned, not onely ro obſtruct the. 


Swediſh Trade and Navigation, but totally to deſtroy the 
very lifeand being of the Swedes freedom of Commerce, and 
of the Articles of Treaty ſo lately agreed on, ; 

Bur that we may proceed to manifeſt ſome other particu- 
Jars of their violation, it is evident in like manner, that the 
Danes have'ated boldly enough againſt the Second and 
Third Articles of the Treaty of Roski1d, having not onely 
not receded from the former Alliance which they had wich 
the Hollanders for the free entry of their Fleet into the Bul- 


tick Sea, but likewiſe opened their ears and hearts to certain 
new Propoſitions made to them by Monfieur Ya» Beuningen 


the Dutch Ambaſſador, about the maintaining of the ſaid 
Alliance, while he gave them hopes of being delivered onr of 
their preſent condition, willing them to relie upon the afſhiſt- 
ance and good counſel of their friends, This advice was no 
{ooner given to the Danes by the Dutch Ambaſſador, but 
their concealed old enmity brake forth into new Reſolations; 
they preſently aſſured the ſaid Ambaſſador they would fo 
play the Game , that his Majeſty of Sweden's Commiſho- 


ners ſhould not be able to proceed further in this Negotiation | 


with any ſucceſs : So that when his Majeſty deſired of them 
but Eight Ships of War of thoſe Ten which they (of their 
own accord) had proffer'd in the beginning, and ſhewed 
them a way how they might with cafe be maintained, 1f they 
hid a mind to make good their own offer, they inſtead of 
performing ir, or of admitting the Specification thereof tg 
be made, and put in among the reft of the Articles of exe- 
Cution, did, by the mouth of their Meſſenger 0ve Fuui, and 
by their own expreſſions to the Swediſh Commuſſioners, 
pretend themſelves for the preſent unable to do any thing of 


that nature, and-ſo, under a pretext of an incapacity to _ 
| orm 
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form they declined the matter, yet eyer -and anon ſhewed 
themſelves very forward and liberal in promifing, but proved 
trivial and dilatory when they were preſſed to come to an: 
ifſue : And this baffling way they thought fit touſe, meerly 
to faſten this impreſſion in the mindes of others, that they 
meant really, but were in conclufion neceſſitated thus to fail. 
Which ſubtilty cf theirs being well underſtood by his Ma- 
jeſty, he found himſelf concerned immediately to ſend order 
to his Commiſſioners, to take care effeually that the true: 
meaning of thoſe two Articles might be fully retained. 
W hereupon the Daxes finding themſelves unable to avoid it, 
becauſe the buſineſs was prefled home npon them, were at 
laft content, that this Point ſhuuld be ſet down in writing, 
but without any real intent on their part: The truth of which 
will appear by the Letters of the aforeſaid Dutch Ambaſſa- 
dor, which you will finde (among other things) hereto an- 
nexed, wherein he wrote into Holand to this effet, That the 
Daxes had affured him they would not perform with the- 
Swedes, but that they would rather diſoblige the King of 
Sweden, than bim and his MaſtZrs, 
The like perverfneis the Dazes- were pleaſed to ſhew at 
the execution of the 1ixth Article of the Treaty of Roski1d,. 
againſt the true ſence of che words; which being hereto alſo 
- annexed, you may read how they confirmed to his Majeſty a 
real poſſefhon of Drontheim in Norway, with all the apperti- 
nents antiently belonging thereunto: Nevertheleſs afterward, 
they by their Deputy in Norway, refuſed to yield up to his. 
Majeſty the principal part of- Dreztheim, and when his Ma- 
jeſties Commiſſioners complained - thereof at the Daniſh: 
Court, they would needs make them believe that their De-  -: 
puty did it of his own phanſie without order ;- whereas it ap-- 
peared, not onely by the Inſtraftions of his King, which he 
openly ſhewed to his Majeſty of Swedens Commiſſioners at 
Dyontheim, that he had an onder for ir, but alſo by his Kings, 
own Letter to him, dated from Coppenhagen, 19 Fune,.1 658,. 
wherein he ordered him finally to reſign up the whole Pro-- 


vince, for this reaſon,becauſe the Swediſh ſtanding upon their 
tcrir's,. 


-— 
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'terms, ' could not be overcome by any thing by him alledged: 
to the contrary; and yet for all this, it was at the beginning 
of laſt A#zuſt (when his Majeſty had reſolved to try another. 
way to right and ſecure himſelf, and had ſhipt part of his for- 
ces for that purpoſe) before notice was brought him of the 
delivery of the ſaid place, which is a thing (we may boldly 
ſay) they never intended to do, could they have pur ic off any 
longer:For,the Daniſh Reſident atthe Court of Brandenburgh 
at Berlin, aſſured thoſe there which were diſaffeted to his Swe- 
diſh Majeſty, that the buſineſs of Drontheim would not prove 
ſo eaſie a matter as the Swedzs imagined, and that he believed 
it would be a great occaſion to hinder aright underſtanding, 
and a means very fitto impede the ſecurity which the Swedes 
ſo much defired : Which diſcourſe of his doth evidently 
ſhew, that it was a matter reſolved ona great while before, 
and never intended by them to be executed, but upon com- 
ulfion. | | 
F Likewiſe, whereas one Article provides, that the three- 
Ships and Goods which werggaken before the beginning of- 
the War, ſhould be fully reſtored according to the intent of- 
the Treaty, ye: there hath heen ſuch a CunQation and Ter- 
giverſation about it, that no tull execution hath as yet been 
obtained z onely the ſaid three ſhips have lately been ——_ 
but without any atisfaction for the loſs of their lading, whic 
the Dares were bound to by the Articles, although the Daxifh 
adherents have publickly printed, that a conſiderable ſum of 
money hath been paid inlieu thereof, but they have not been 
.able to name the = 
, Thelike unequal carriage they manifeſted in the quirting 
-+..Of Bremerwerden , delaying it far beyond the time limited, ſo 
_ thar'atlength it was preſumed (and it became common dif- 
courſe) that the Daniſh Governor there was reſolved to keep 
that ſtrong hold to be made uſe of by the other enemies of his 
Majeſty of Sweden ; inthe mean while, he detained the pri- 
ſoners beyond the time limited, againſt the clear words of the 
Treaty , although this point of releaſing prifoners was in- - 
itant]y performed on the part of his ſaid Majeſty, Yea _ :

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than this, the Governor, after the Concluſion of the Treaty, 
was ſo hardy as to force the Country round about to pay 
great Exactions and Contributions, in hope that when tus 
Swediſh Majeſty ſhould leave Denmark , this might after- 
wards have miniſtred an occaſion of queſtion and contro- 
verſie: And when any remonſtrance was made of this to the 
Court of Denmark, the Daniſh, King anſwered, That the 
Governor did it without Order 5 whereas the Governor, on 
the other fide, ſhewed the Letter and Inſtructions of the 
King , that he ſhould by all means keep the ſame Place till 
furthey Order, By which it is clearly to be ſeen, that the be- 
haviour of the Danes hath been ſuch, that no credit could be 
given either to their words or ations; Nor can it be ſaid. 
that one of all the Articles hath been performed with an up- 
right mind, bur all hath been carried with ſo perverſe a hu- 
mor, as.if his Majeſty had extorted all by violence, and 
not received any by Agreement, notwithſtanding thar

Laſtly, during theexecution of the Treaty, there hapned 
2 great difference between the Swediſh and the Daniſh 
Commiſſioners about a Pyracie which a Renegado Swede, by 
name Carloff, had by vertue of a Daniſh Commiſſion com- 
mitted in Africa, to the great loſs and prejudice of the * 
Swediſh Company of Guinea, For, ſo it fell ont, chat the 
ſaid Carloff having taken as Prize a Ship belonging to the 
ſaid Swediſh Company, wherein was a good quanrity of 
Gold, he arrived with it in Denmark after the Treaty of + 
Roskild was brought to a Concluſien, and therefore both' 


Ship and Gold ought to have been reſtored to the Swedes;... 5 ik 
as appears by the Eleventh Article of the Treaty ; whereinss}: 


- it is agreed, That any Prize. whatſoever which may have been” * 

taken, and not carried into the Port of the Prince which gave the 
Commiſ10n,before the time of concluding the Agreement at Tor- 
ſtrop, ſhall be reſtored to the right Owners, But notwithſtanding 
that his Majeſty of Sweden, by his Reſident of Hambureh, 
gave timely notice of his —_ of this Ship and Gold ro 
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the: Governor of Gluckſtiad Fieldmarſhal Eberſtern, and to 
the reſt of that Government, pleading to them the true ſenſe 
of the Treaty, with deſire that both the Ship and the Man 
might be arreſted, and the Goods regiſtred, until an Anſwer 
might come from their King to. his Majeſties ſatisfaction, 
according to the Article of the Treaty ; yet the more his 

_Majeſties Plenipotentiary ſtood upon the execution thereof, 
the more the Dapes drew back and deferred ; and at length 
when they did pretend a regiſtring of the Goods, yet no ear 
would be given for the ſecuring of Carlef"s perſon, who had 
committed this by a Commiſhon from the King their Ma- . 
ſter. Howbeit in concluſion, neither of theſe was done ; but 
contrary to all right,they not only detained the Commander 
of Caps-Corſo-Caſtle many days Priſoner ( who had been. 
taken by the ſaid Carleff ) : but in meer malice difmifſed 
Carleff with all the Gold, and part of the chief Goods, who: . 
making away for Flanders, dd alſo by the Danes recom- 
mendation obtain a Protection from Don Fohn at Bruſſels; 
and ſo they deprived themſdves of the power either of re-_ 
ſtoring the aforeſaid Caſtle, or of making any reſtitttion 
to his Majeſty according to the tenor of the Treaty, Which 
being ſtiftly-infiſted on by his Majeſties Commiſſioners, the 
at firſt could by no means prevail with the Danes, who choſe 
rather to-wreft the true intent of the Treaty, calling Capo

' vantage : Beſides, they in the mean time forgot what is 
before-alleadged, That the Prize being brought into the 
Daniſh Dominions after the time of concluding the Treary, 
ought by vertue thereof to have been deliveret{ up to. the 
Swedes without diſpute or delay,. And theſe things being

The words of the Sixth Article of the Treaty of Hoskild, 


LL Ikewiſe it is yielded by His Majeſty of Denmark, thit 
His Majeſty 'of Sweden ſhall poſſeſs the Caſtle of B4- 
hous, with the Feudums or Copihold belonging thereunto ; 
as alſo Dyontheim, with the Feadum and Copiholds, toge- 
ther with all appertaining Towns, Caſtles, and Foreſts, Ec- 
clefiaſtical and Temporal.Goeds, Copiholds and Apperti- 
nances belonging therennto by right,” and which have be- 
longed formerly thereunto by Water and Land, to remain-- 
for ever unto the Crown of Swethlands poſſeſſion and pro- 
priety, as it doth more at-large appear by the Lettersof Re- 
ſignation touching theſe and other particulars reſigned, and 
m the former Articles containing the ſpecified Territories 
and Provinces, which have been ſubſcribed and ſealed to by 
the King himſelf, and the Counſellors of Denmark. 


The words of the Sixteenth. Article, 


Nd to the end,that the evacuation and exchange of the - 
aforeſaid Provinces, Towns and Fortreſſes may be more 
orderly and exaly.performed on- either fide,. both parties 
have agreed thereupon in this manger, that as ſoon as 2000 
Horſe ( which his Majeſty of Denmark hath promiſed to de- 
liver to his Majeſty of Swedeland) are delivered up, the gr" 
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diſh Army ſhall immediately . out of Zealand, whereupen 
Helſineborg ſhall be delivered upon the 27 of February, Lands. 
Crona the 28, and Malmoo the firſt of March z on the 4, ſhall 
Chriſtianſtad be delivered to the Swediſh, and Naoſokow to 
the Daniſh Commiſſioners , as which time the Swediſh Army 
ſhall be drawn off from LZaland, Falſter, and .Langland, The 
15, of March, ſhall Chri#ianopel and the reſt ot-Blekingen, 
with Bornholm, if poflible it may be, and the weather ſhall 
' Permit it, as alſo - Bahows upon the 28 of March be delivered 
up. The firſt of May thall Drontheim,, Fempland and Bremer- 
-worde, as alſo other places which His Majeſty of Denmark 
may have taken in this War, whereſoever they be ſituated, 
be reſtored to the Swediſh Commiſhoners, ; On the other 
ſide, his Majeſty of Swedeland's whole Army ſhall begin oa 
that day to march away from Fuhnen, Futhland, Sleſwyk, Hol- 
ſtein, Stormarn and Ditmarſhen,with the adjacent Iſlands, For- 
treſſes, Sconces, Houſes of Noblemen ob what name ſoever, 
and on that ſame day of the Firſt of May ſhall the Fortreſs 
of Frearicks-0de,Pinnenbere,' Halſconce, with all other places 
whereſoever they be ſituated, which may have fallen into 
His Majeſties of Swedelands power in this War, be de- 
livered up into the hands of the Daniſh Plenipotentiaries, 
And withal, at- that time the-Ifland- 4ls, and Souderborow, 
and Norboroug ſhall be yielded up and delivered to their true 
owners and Maſters, And in caſe any thing be found, which 
in the aforeſaid: Kingdoms, Provinces, Principalities, and 
1ſlnds was taken, and ſeized upon, on either fide, all ſhall . 
be left in ſuch a manner, as if it had been expreſly inſerted 
here in form, and be yielded up and delivered to him to 
whom it did belong heretofore,
